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567—122.24(455B,455D) Training requirements for CRT recycling facilities.

122.24(1) General training. Beginning July 1, 2005, all employees of a CRT recycling facility
involved in activities relevant to CRT recycling shall be trained on the following requirements and
procedures as appropriate to the employees’ specific job responsibilities:

a.  The requirements of this chapter.

b.  Standard operating procedures utilized by the CRT recycling facility, including:

(1) The proper method of loading and unloading discarded CRTs and materials derived from
discarded CRTs.

(2) The proper collection, storage, and transportation requirements for discarded CRTs and
materials derived from discarded CRTs.

(3) The proper disposal of discarded CRTs and materials derived from discarded CRTs.

(4) The proper management of batteries.

(5) The proper management of CRTs.

(6) The proper management of circuit boards.

(7) The proper management of mercury-containing components.

(8) The proper management of PCBs.

(9) Spill and release response procedures.

(10) Worker health and safety.

(11) Use of the department-approved ERRAP.

122.24(2) DNR-approved training course. Beginning July 1, 2005, CRT recycling facilities shall
ensure that at least one employee directly involved in operations has completed a DNR-approved training
course. At least one employee who has completed a DNR-approved course shall be on site when CRTs
are being intentionally broken.
